DJIA punches through milestone: closes above 15,000

NEW YORK (AP) — Just two 
months after recovering 
the last of its losses from 
the financial crisis, the Dow 
Jones industrial average 
charged higher Tuesday, 
closing above 15,000 for 
the first time. 

It was another milestone in 
the market's epic ascent 
of 2013. Good economic 
reports, strong corporate 
earnings and fresh support 
from central banks have 
eased investors’ concerns 
about another economic 
slowdown. Many had been 
on the lookout for signs that 


a spring swoon would de- 
rail the rally, as happened 
in each of the past three 
years. 

Instead, Wall Street has 
climbed almost 15 percent 
since Jan. 1. 

“The thing that’s been 
driving stocks is rising Ccon- 
fidence,” said James 
Paulsen, chief investment 
strategist at Wells Capital 
Management. “Economic 
growth, job creation and 
the housing market have 
been better than expect- 
ed.” 

News of stronger hiring 
over the past three months 
briefly propelled the Dow 
over 15,000 on Friday, but 


it ended the week below 
that mark. 

Walll Street followed Japa- 
nese and European mar- 
kets higher after they re- 
sponded to good news 
about central bank stimulus 
and the German economy. 
In the U.S., the market got 
a lift from higher quarterly 
profits at satellite TV com- 
pany DirecTV and watch- 
maker Fossil. 

The Dow closed at 
15,056.20, up 87.31 points, 
or 0.6 percent. 

The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index added 8.46 points to 
1,625.96, a gain of 0.5 per- 
cent. Both indexes reached 
all-time highs earlier this 


year, then kept climbing, 
largely driven by optimism 
that the U.S. economy will 
continue gaining strength. 
“We don’t think people 
are giving enough credit to 
the strength of the econo- 
my,” said Ryan Detrick, a 
senior technical strategist 
at Schaeffer's Investment 
Research. “We still like the 
market.” 

The gains piled up with the 
growing realization among 
investors that the tradition- 
al threats to a rising market 
— higher interest rates, fall- 
ing profits, a possible reces- 
sion — are unlikely to ap- 
pear anytime soon. What's 
more, with interest rates 


near record lows, they see 
few other places to put 
their money. 

IN a round of interviews on 
Monday, investor Warren 
Buffett said the stock mar- 
ket looked “reasonably 
priced” even after its surge. 
But, Buffett added, people 
pay too much attention 
to markets reaching new 
highs. 

They ought to pay atten- 
tion when markets hit new 
lows. 

“That's when stocks are 
getting cheaper,” Buffett 
said. “That's when stocks 
are going on sale. 
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20 dead in gas tanker disaster near Mexico City

MEXICO CITY (AP) — A 
natural gas tanker truck 
lost control, hit a center di- 
vider and exploded on a 
highway lined by homes in 
the Mexico City suburb of 
Ecatepec early Tuesday, 
killing at least 20 people 
and injuring nearly three 
dozen, authorities said. 
Officials at the Citizen Safe- 
ty Department of Mexico 
State, which surrounds the 
capital, did not rule out 
the possibility the death 
toll could rise as emergen- 
cy workers continued sift- 
ing through the charred 
remains of vehicles and 
homes built near the high- 
way on the northern edge 
of the metropolis. 

Residents pitched in to 
rescue people from the 
wreckage of the 5:30 a.m. 
explosion, crushed and 
burned cars and shattered 
homes. Television footage 
showed plumes of flame 
shooting out of homes in 
the pre-dawn darkness. 

A huge piece of the truck’s 
gas tank was blown 50 
yards by the blast, landing 
atop the wall of a house 
and cars parked outside. 


A number of pigs and oth- 
er farm animals that were 
kept on patios were killed. 
“It was thunderous sound. | 
thought we were all going 
to die,” said Rita Enriquez, 
42, a housewife who lives 
nearby. “When we ran out, 
we saw a car on fire and 
flames everywhere. Smoke 
was pouring all over the 
freeway.” 

Mario Lopez, 43, a mechan- 
ic, lives in the house hit by 
the tank and managed to 
escape with his three sons 
after being awakened by 
the blast. 

“All the windows broke to 
the inside. 

We got down and left 
crawling,” said Lopez, who 
lost a brother, a sister, three 
nephews and ai sister-in- 
law who alll lived in sepa- 
rate units of the three-story 
home. He said 12 people in 
all died in the house. “Ev- 
erything was in flames,” he 
said. 

Enriquez said five of her rel- 
atives were gravely injured

IMF’s Lagarde criticizes US spending cuts

AMSTERDAM (AP) — Inter- 
national Monetary Fund 
head Christine Lagarde 
criticized the U.S. govern- 
ment’s budget policies as 
too tight on Tuesday, in 
an appearance in Amster- 
dam that was interrupted 
by student protestors. 
Lagarde said the U.S. gov- 
ernment’s debt reduction 
plans are too abrupt, in- 
cluding the $85 billion in 
federal budget cuts known 
as the sequester. She said 
that the current policies 
would lower the U.S. econ- 
omy'’s growth rate. 

The IMF's most recent fore- 
cast in April said the US. 
economy would expand 
by 2 percent this year, 1.75 
percentage points slower 
than it would have grown 
without the tax hikes and 
spending cuts. 


The U.S. “should consoli- 
date less in the short term, 
but give...economic actors 
the certainty that there will 
be fiscal consolidation go- 
ing forward,” she said. 

Lagarde had just begun

Authorities arrested three 
brothers, ages 50 to 54. One 
of them, former school bus 
driver Ariel Castro, owned 
the home, situated in a 
poor neighborhood dot- 
ted with boarded-up hous- 
es. No immediate charges 
were filed. 

The break in the case 
came when the 27-year- 
old Berry kicked out the 
bottom of a locked screen 
door at the home and used 
a neighbor’s telephone to 
call police.

Colorado shootings suspect to enter insanity plea

DENVER (AP) — The man 
accused in the deadly 
Colorado theater shoot- 
ings wants to change his 
plea to not guilty by reason 
of insanity, his lawyers said 
Tuesday. 

The insanity plea was 
widely expected given 
the compelling evidence 
against James Holmes, 
who is accused of open- 
ing fire July 20 in a crowd- 
ed theater in the Denver 
suburb of Aurora. Twelve 
people were killed and 70 
injured. 

Attorneys for Holmes said 
in a court filing they plan to 
formally ask for the change 
of plea at a May 13 hear- 
ing. 

His lawyers delayed en- 
tering an insanity plea for 
weeks, saying Colorado's 


insanity and death penalty 
laws overlapped in a way 
that could severely — and 
unconstitutionally — ham- 
per his defense if he did 
plead insanity. 

The defense has asked 
both judges who have pre- 
sided over the case to rule 
on the constitutionality of 
the laws. Both judges re- 
fused, saying the question 
was speculative because 
Holmes hadn't entered 
an insanity plea. That left 
Holmes’ lawyers with no 
choice but to enter the in- 
sanity plea, then seek a rul- 
ing on the constitutionality 
question. 

Holmes, 25, is charged with 
multiple counts of murder 
and attempted murder. 

A judge in the case previ- 
ously entered a standard 
not guilty plea for him. If 
a judge accepts the new 


plea, Holmes would be 
sent to the state mental 
hospital, where doctors 
would determine whether 
he was insane at the time 
of the shootings. 

If the doctors do deter- 
mine that Holmes was in- 
sane, a jury could still find 
him guilty. 

Colorado law defines in- 
sanity as the inability to dis- 
tinguish right from wrong, 
caused by a diseased or 
defective mind. The law 
specifically excludes de- 
pravity, “moral obliquity” 
or passion caused by an- 
ger or hatred from being 
considered insanity. 
Prosecutors are seeking 
the death penalty. They 


declined to comment 
Tuesday. 
Holmes’ attorneys have 


said in court hearings and 
written in court documents 


that Holmes is mentally ill. 
He was being seen by a 
psychiatrist before the at- 
tack at a midnight screen- 
ing of the latest Batman 
movie. 

Prosecutors say Holmes 
spent months buying guns 
and thousands of rounds of 
ammunition, donned po- 
lice-style body armor and 
opened fire in the crowd- 
ed theater. 

Last month, prosecutors 
fled a court document 
listing aggravating factors 
they plan to raise in a pos- 
sible death penalty phase 
of the trial. 

The factors included the 
death of 6-year-old Ve- 
ronica Moser-Sullivan, the 
youngest of dead. 
Prosecutors also said in the 
filing that the slayings were 
“especially heinous, cruel

WASHINGTON (AP) — FBI

U.S. law enforcement of- 
ficéials have been trying 
to determine whether Ta- 
merlan Tsarnaev was. in- 
doctrinated or trained by 
militants during his visit to 
Dagestan, a Caspian Sea 
province that has become 
the center of a simmering 
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Islamic insurgency. 

The Russian security official 
with the — Anti-Extremism 
Center, a federal agency 
under Russia's Interior Min- 
istry, told the AP that Rus- 
sian agents were watching 
Tsarnaev, and that they 
searched for him when he 
disappeared two days af- 
ter the July 2012 death of 
the Canadian man, William 
Plotnikov, who had joined 
the Islamic insurgency in 
the region.

The statistics highlight the 
dismal results that military 
leaders have achieved in 
their drive to change the 
culture within the ranks, 
even as the services redou- 
bled efforts to launch new 
programs to assist the vic- 
tims, encourage reporting 
and increase command- 
ers’ vigilance. 

Hagel ordered a series of 
steps and reviews to in- 
crease officers’ account- 
ability for what happens 
under their commands, 
and to inspect workstations 
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for objectionable materi- 
als, according to memos 
and documents obtained 
by the AP. 

Hagel ordered military 
leaders to develop a meth- 
od to assess Commanders 
and hold them account- 
able on their ability to cre- 
ate a climate “of dignity 
and respect.” He has given 
commanders until July 1 to 
visually inspect workspaces 
to make sure they are free 
of degrading materials, 
and military leaders have 
until Nov. 1 to recommend 
ways to assess officers and 
hold them accountable for 
their command climates. 
“Sexual assault is a crime 
that is incompatible with 
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military service and has 
no place in this depart- 
ment,” Hagel said in a new 
response plan the depart- 
ment will release Tues- 
day.

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President Assad says Syria able to face Israel

BEIRUT (AP) — In his first re- 
sponse to Israel’s weekend 
airstrikes, President Bashar 
Assad said Tuesday that 
Syria is capable of facing 
Israel, but stopped short of 
threatening retaliation for 
the strikes near the Syrian 
capital of Damascus. 
Assad spoke after a meet- 
ing with Iranian Foreign 
Minister Ali Akbar Salehi, 
who paid an unexpected 
visit to Damascus. 

lran, one of Syria’s clos- 
est allies, and Hezbollah, a 
Lebanese militia allied with 
both Assad and Tehran, 
have become increasingly 
involved in Syria's civil war, 
supporting the regime with 
fighters, military advisers 
and weapons. Syria and 


Hezbollah have been key 
to Iran’s expansion of influ- 
ence into the Arab world, 
and a collapse of the 
Assad regime would be a 
major blow to Tehran. 

“We are fully confident 
that Syria will emerge victo- 
rious from the crisis,” Salehi 
said about the more than 
2-year-old battle between 
fighters loyal to Assad and 
rebels trying to oust him. 
Israel's airstrikes on Friday 
and Sunday put Syria and 
lran in a difficult position 
because if they retaliated, 
they would run the risk of 
drawing Israel’s powerful 
army into the war.

But on Tuesday, Assad ac- 
cused Israel of supporting 
“terrorists” the Syrian 
government’s name __ for 
the anti-regime rebels — 
and boasted that Syria was 
“capable of facing Israel's 
ventures.” He did not say 
what action he would take, 
if any. 


Salehi adopted a. slightly 
harsher tone, saying that 
“it is time to deter the Israeli 
occupiers from carrying out 
these aggressions against 
the peoples of the region.” 
He also stopped short of 
threatening retaliation. 
Later Tuesday, Internet 
companies reported Syria 
was experiencing an out- 
age similar to a two-day 
blackout last fall. Syrian 
authorities have cut phone 
and Internet service in se- 
lect areas in the past to dis- 
rupt rebel communications 
when regime forces are 
conducting major opera- 
tions. The Companies said 
Syria’s networks appeared 
to go offline about 9 p.m. 
(1900 GMT).

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International donors pledge $300 million for Somalia

LONDON (AP) — Inter- 
national donors heeded 
warnings about the need 
for increased support for 
Somalia by pledging more 
than $300 million Tuesday 
toward bolstering security, 
justice and financial institu- 
tions in the conflict-scarred 
east African nation. 

Somali President Hassan 
Sheikh Mohamud and 
British Prime Minister Da- 
vid Cameron co-hosted 
a one-day conference in 
London to bolster the be- 
leaguered government in 
Mogadishu, the capital. 
Mohamud called the level 
of support at the confer- 
ence “very, very encour- 
aging,” after stressing that 
there is a “huge amount” 
at stake in Somalia and for 
broader regional security. 
“We have been given a 
chance and we will prove 
in the eyes of the world 
that we will deliver,” he 
said. “We cannot afford to 
miss this golden opportuni- 
ty and we hope the world’s 
support and commitment 
will be materialized soon.” 
Cameron welcomed 
pledges made at the con- 
ference, saying attendees 
had taken “major steps” 
to back Somalia's presi- 
dent and his plans for long- 
term security and_ trans- 
parent and accountable 
government. Somalia has 
endured years of civil war 
and governing chaos since 
its dictator was overthrown 
in 1991. Mohamud was in- 
augurated in September 
at the end of an eight- 
year U.N.-backed © tran- 
sitional government. But 
from roughly 2006 to 2011, 
Mogadishu was controlled 
by Al-Shabab, an al-Qaida 
affiliate that seeks to over- 
throw the Mogadishu- 
based government and 
install an Islamic one. Af- 
rican Union troops forced 





al-Shabab out of the capi- 
tal in 2011 but the group 
still controls wide swaths of 
south-central Somalia.

Al-Qaida offshoot threatens French interests

PARIS (AP) — An Algeria- 
based al-Qaida offshoot 
said in an online video on 
Tuesday that Muslims have 
an obligation to attack 
French interests around the 
world because of France’s 
military intervention in Mali. 
IN a message posted on 
YouTube, Abou Obeida 
Youssef Al-Annabi, a no- 
table in the Al-Qaida in the 
Iskamic Maghreb group, 
or AQIM, said the “cru- 
sade” led by France in Mali 
makes its interests “legiti- 
mate targets.” 

French President Francois 
Hollande said he takes the 
threat seriously. Hollande 
ordered the Jan. 11 inter- 
vention to stamp out AQIM 


and two other groups of 
radicals that controlled 
northern Mali. 

The speech by Al-Annabi 
said the military campaign 
against AQIM “is an issue 
of religion being disgraced 
and a people being anni- 
hilated and an identity de- 
stroyed.” He said, “It is an 
obligation on you, Muslims, 
to respond ... by confront- 
ing French interests every- 
where.” 

“These interests,” Al-Anna- 
bi said, “have become le- 
gitimate targets for you,” 
warming that France risks 
falling into “the same 
swamp which America fell 
in in Iraq and Afghanistan.” 
The group had previously 
threatened French inter- 
ests but in less dramatic 


written statements. 

France, helped by African 
forces, quickly pushed 
AQIM and other jihadists 
from Mali’s main northern 
cities, including Timbuktu, 
killing or dispersing jihadists. 
Special forces and other 
troops are now in a clean- 
up phase, searching for 
scattered fighters and their 
caches after seizing some 
200 tons of munitions and 
arms. “We take seriously 
this threat from AQIM. We 
have inflicted tremendous 
loss to AQIM via the inter- 
vention in Mali,” Hollande 
said at a news conference. 
“But AQIM networks exist 
outside Mali,” he noted. 
The intervention in Mali 
will continue “for the time 
required,” Hollande said, 


while France remains vigi- 
lant elsewhere, including 
protecting French installa- 
tions. 

He noted the April 23 car 
bomb outside the French 
Embassy in Tripoli, the Liby- 
an capital, that wounded 
two French guards and a 
Libyan girl in a home near- 
by. No group claimed re- 
sponsibility for that attack. 
French authorities have 
said they were increasing 
security around Africa’s 
Sahel region where Mali, a 
former colony, is located as 
well as in the Middle East. 
In France, there is extra sur- 
veillance at monuments 
and facilities that draw the 
public such as airports. 
France has nearly 4,000

EU arrests suspected Balkan drug lord 


PRISTINA, Kosovo (AP) — EU 
authorities intervened late 
Tuesday to arrest an ethnic 
Albanian suspected of run- 
ning a major cocaine and 
heroin smuggling network 
from Sarajevo, the Bosnian 
capital, after Kosovo au- 
thorities Could not extend 
his detention because it 
breached local laws. 
EULEX, the European Union 
rule of law mission in Koso- 
vo, said Tuesday that Naser 
Kelmendi was sought by 
Interpol, and that he was 
arrested on allegations of 
involvement in organized 
crime. 

Kelmendi was first taken 


into custody by Kosovo 
special police units on Sun- 
day based on an interna- 
tional arrest warrant issued 
by Bosnia’s authorities. But 
he could not be extradited 
to Bosnia because he is a 
Kosovo citizen. Bosnia does 
not recognize Kosovo's 
2008 secession from Serbia 
and has no direct contact 
with it. 

Last year, the U.S. Treasury 
put Kelmendi on a list that 
bars U.S. citizens from do- 
ing business with him and 
allows authorities to freeze 
any of his U.S. assets. 
Authorities in Bosnia want 
him as part of an investiga- 


tion into criminals linked to 
at least six murders, illegal 
money transfers and drug 
trafficking. Kelmendi is sus- 
pected of managing a 
criminal network stretching 
from Turkey into Western 
Europe.

Egypt appoints nine ministers i in limited reshuffle

CAIRO (AP) — Nine new 
Egyptian ministers joined 
President Mohammed 
Morsi’s Cabinet on Tues- 
day, including three mem- 
bers of his Muslim Brother- 
hood, in a reshuffle that 
officials said was aimed at 
addressing the country’s fi- 
nancial woes and securing 
a much-needed _interna- 
tional loan. Morsi support- 
ers claim he wants to reach 
out to other political blocs, 
yet the Cabinet reshuffle is 
unlikely to ease Egypt’s po- 
litical polarization. The op- 
position complained that 
they were not consulted 
on the appointments, and 
said they would only further 
the “Brotherhood-ization” 
of Morsi’s government. Two 
of the nine new ministers 
hail from the Brotherhood 
political party. 

The latest reshuffle — the 
second since Morsi took of- 
fice in June last year — in- 
creases to 11 the number 
of Brotherhood members 
in key posts in the 36-seat 
Cabinet. The previous re- 
shuffle in January nearly 
doubled the number of 
Brotherhood members 
from five to eight. The Cab- 
inet also includes a handful 
of Islamists and allies of the 
Brotherhood. 

IN a statement, Morsi’s 
office said the Cabinet 
changes were made to 
“inject new blood,” includ- 
ing young ministers, at a

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42 dead in Nigeria extremist attacks

MAIDUGURI, Nigeria (AP) 
— Coordinated attacks by 
Islamic extremists armed 
with heavy machine guns 
killed at least 42 people in 
northeast Nigeria, authori- 
ties said Tuesday, the latest 
in a string of increasingly 
bloody attacks threaten- 
ing peace in Africa’s most 
populous nation. 

The attack struck multiple 
locations in the hard-hit 
town of Bama in Nigeria's 
Borno state, where shoot- 
ings and bombings have 
continued unstopped 
since an insurgency began 
there in 2010. Fighters raid- 
ed a federal prison during 
their assault as well, free- 
ing 105 inmates in another 
mass prison break to hit the 
country, officials said. 
What exactly happened in 
the attack remains unclear, 
though military spokesman 
Lt. Col. Sagir Musa said 
some 200 fighters in buses 
and pickup trucks mount- 
ed with machine guns at- 
tacked the barracks of the 
202 Battalion of Nigeria's 
beleaguered army.

Ban on protests day of Aristide hearing

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti (AP) 
— Haiti's top police offi- 
cer said Tuesday that alll 
street demonstrations are 
banned for Wednesday, 
when former President 
Jean-Bertrand Aristide 
heads to court for a rare 
public outing that is ex- 
pected to draw thousands 
of his supporters. 

National Police director 
Godson Aurelus said Tues- 
day on Radio Vision 2000 
that protests are prohib- 


ited because police will 
be busy providing security 
for Aristide as he travels by 
caravan from his home 
and back. Officers also will 
be present along the route 
to the courthouse in down- 
town Port-au-Prince. 

“If there are street protests, 
the police have the orders 
to break them,” Aurelus 
warned. “Any street pro- 
tests tomorrow will be ille- 
gal.” 

Aristide is due in court to 
answer questions from an 
investigative judge on the 


unresolved case of a slain 
radio journalist. Jean Domi- 
nique, once a close friend 
to Aristide, was gunned 
down along with his secu- 
rity guard in the courtyard 
of his radio station in April 
2000. 

With the police ban on 
demonstrations, there 
were worries about pos- 
sible street clashes. Thou- 
sands of Aristide’s support- 
ers are expected to show 
up outside the courthouse 
and rally on his behalf, 
which could lead to a con- 


frontation with police. 

The court hearing will be 
the first known time that 
Aristide has ventured out- 
side his home since he re- 
turned to Haiti from his ex- 
ile in March 2011. His only 
public appearance so far 
came when he made a 
few remarks about nation- 
al reconciliation on tele- 
vision a few months later 
when President Michel 
Martelly paid him a visit at 
home as part of a series of 
meetings with former Hai- 
tian leaders.) 











Japan to abide 
by apologies 
made for war

TOKYO —- Japan's conserva- 
tive government will abide 
by official apologies that 
the country’s leaders made 
two decades ago to the 
victims of World War Il in 
Asia, top officials said Tues- 
day, backing away from 
earlier suggestions that the 
government might try to re- 
vise or even repudiate the 
apologies. 

Japan formally apologized 
in 1993 to the women who 
were forced into wartime 
brothels for Japanese sol- 
diers, and in 1995 to na- 
tions that suffered from 
Japanese aggression dur- 
ing the war. Both apologies 
rankled Japanese ultrana- 
tionalists, and there were 
concerns that the hawk- 
ish prime minister, Shinzo 
Abe, would try to appeal 
to them by whitewashing 
Japan’s wartime atrocities, 
a step that would probably 
infuriate Japan's neighbors. 
The concerns intensified last 
month when members of 
Abe's Cabinet visited a To- 
kyo shrine that honors Jap- 
anese war dead, including 
some who were executed 
for war crimes, drawing an- 
gry reactions from China 
and South Korea. Those 
nations also responded 
strongly a few days later 
when Abe seemed to ques- 
tion in Parliament whether 
Japan was actually the ag- 
gressor during the war. 

On Tuesday, the Japanese 
foreign minister, Fumio 
Kishida, apparently sought 
to dispel those concerns, 
telling reporters that Abe 
shared the views expressed 
in the 1995 apology, which 
was made by a Socialist 
prime minister, Tomiichi Mu- 
rayama. The chief Cabinet 
secretary, Yoshihide Suga, 
said the Abe government 
would not revise the 1993 
apology, which formally 
recognized the military’s 
responsibility in forcing 
women into sexual slavery. 
Abe, whose political base is 
in the right wing of the con- 
servative Liberal Democrat- 
ic Party, had called for re- 
vising one or both of those 
apologies before he be- 
came prime minister after 
elections in December.l)

Djokovic 
loses to 
Dimitrov 
in Madrid

MADRID (AP) — Grigor 
Dimitrov stunned Novak 
Djokovic in the second 
round of the Madrid Open 
on Tuesday, beating the 
top-ranked Serb 7-6 (6), 6-7 
(8), 6-3 for the biggest win 
of his career. 

The 28th-ranked  Bulgar- 
ian saved three set points 
in the first before taking 
the lead, and Djokovic 
then appeared to hurt 
his right ankle when trail- 
ing 4-2 in the second. The 
Serbian player slipped on 
the baseline and winced 
in pain, then immediately 
called for a trainer and 
took a lengthy break to 
get treatment. The wait 
for the game to resume 
annoyed the crowd, who 
turned against Djokovic 
and began chanting Dimi- 
trov’s name.

PONTE VEDRA_ BEACH, 
Florida (AP) — The Players 
Championship should con- 
sider changing the name 
of its course to the TPC 
Mystery. 

The reason The Players is 
talked about as the next 
best thing to a major is be- 
cause the field is the stron- 
gest and deepest in golf. 
Until the PGA Tour recently 
created a spot for the Se- 
nior Players Championship 
winner, anyone who teed 
it up on the TPC Sawgrass 
had as good a chance 
as the next guy. The mys- 
tery is trying to determine 
whose game best suits the 
golf course. The list of win- 
ners is impressive, though 
it doesn’t offer concrete 
clues except that two- 
thirds are major champi- 
ons. More curious is how 
infrequently some of the 
game’s best players are 
even in the mix late Sunday 
afternoon. Start with Tiger 
Woods. He was runner-up 
in 2000 to Hal “Be the right 
club today” Sutton. He 
won in 2001 with that putt 
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on the island-green 17th 
that was better than most. 
And that’s it. He tied for 
10th one year and finished 
eighth another. Woods 
has played 15 times in his 
career, and he was at 
the height of his powers 
for more than half those 
years, when he could fall 
out of bed and contend. 
But at Sawgrass, he’s had 
only two serious chances 
at winning. “There’s no 
course that less people 
have worked out than this 
one,” Geoff Ogilvy said 
upon leaving Sawgrass 
last year. “You get one or 
two chances in your ca- 
reer and you take them. 
It’s a tournament Tiger has 
played 15 times and he's 
only contended _ twice. 
There’s something odd 
there. Maybe that’s the 
genius of the golf course. 
Or maybe that’s the flaw 
of the golf course.” 

But it’s not just Woods. 

Phil Mickelson has won 
4] times on the PGA Tour, 
second only to Woods in 
the last 25 years, with four 
major championships. He 
won The Players in 2007, 
right after switching over to 
Butch Harmon as his swing 
coach. And that was the 
only time he seriously con- 
tended at Sawgrass. He 
tied for third in 2004, but 
he was five shots behind 
Adam Scott. 

Vijay Singh, with 34 wins 
and three majors, was run- 
ner-up to Woods in 2001. In 
his 19 other appearances, 
he never finished higher 
than eighth. Singh won 17 
times from 2003 through 
2005. He didn’t record a 
top 10 at The Players those 
years — he missed the cut 
in 2003 — and broke 70 
twice. Ernie Els, another 
four-time major champion 
in the Hall of Fame, never 
had a good look at win- 
ning The Players. 

Those are the “Big Four” of 
their generation. That's a 
collective 72 appearanc- 
es, two wins and only four 
chances at winning. 

Why? “No idea,” said Pa- 
draig Harrington, who has 
ideas on everything. “I’m 
not sure how you would 
put it down. You pick four 
players, and it’s not like alll 


four have the exact same 
game. Only four chances 
between them?” 

Johnny Miller never had 
much luck on this golf 
course, making only two 
cuts in eight attempts. It 
was still enough to give him 
an appreciation of Pete 
Dye’s creation. 

“It's just a nervous tourna- 
ment. It’s a nervous week,” 
Miller said. “That's why a lot 
of guys hardly do well here. 
It’s a course that you have 
to tippy-toe around, and 
that’s why Tiger ... he won 
it, but he’s struggled here. 
And Phil has struggled here 
and he won it once. You 
just get a little glimpse of 
it once in a while when 
you can play well, and the 
rest of the time it just eats 
your lunch. It’s really a fun 
event. You don’t know 
what's going to happen.” 
There are examples of top 
players who do well at The 
Players. Davis Love Ill, one 
of the game’s best in his 
prime, won it twice. So did 
Fred Couples, and he had 
a couple of top 5s. Both 
have had plenty of week- 
ends off at Sawgrass. But 
this is not a course they 
own, not the way Love 
owned Hilton Head or 
Couples had Augusta Na- 
tional and Riviera. 
Americans would call it 
“quirky.” British = players 
would call it “fiddly.” 

A universal word might be 
“unpredictable.” 

The objective a few years 
ago was for players to 
define the golf course in 
one word. The choices 
ranged from dramatic to 
demanding, from. thrilling 
to uncomfortable. Ogilvy, 
perhaps the most knowl- 
edgeable among play- 
ers when it comes to golf 
course design, couldn't 
think of a word. Four days 
later, while playing the final 
round, he walked off the 
14th tee when he saw a re- 
porter who had asked the 
question and said without 
prompting, “Annoying.” 

It can be that for the best 
of them. There are a few 
things on which players 
would agree. While power 
is always an advantage in 
golf, length is not a big is- 
sue here. LJ 








Djokovic 
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Djokovic — who ended 
Rafael Nadal’s eight-year 
winning streak at the Mon- 
te Carlo Masters last month

panek of the Czech Re- 
public 6-3, 6-3 to reach the 
third round. 

In the women’s event, de- 
fending champion Serena 
Williams moved her title de- 
fense into the third round 
after beating Lourdes 
Dominguez Lino of Spain 
6-2, 7-5. 

The second-ranked  Fe- 
derer took a break after 
losing in the Indian Wells 
quarterfinals on hardcourt 
to Nadal, but instantly took 
to the slower red surface 
and broke early to take 
control of the first set. He 
then broke Stepanek three 
times in the second, losing 
his own serve once, to fin- 
ish the win in 1 hour, 21 min- 
utes. 

“I’m very happy, because 
he has caused me difficul- 
ties in the past,” Federer 
said about the 34-year-old 
Stepanek — who these 
days is one of the few play- 
ers on tour older than the 
Swiss star. 


“If | would be the only guy 
over 30, it would feel a bit 
awkward, to be honest,” 
the 31-year-old Federer 
said. 

Federer can equal John 
McEnroe’s career tally of 
77 titles if he defends the 
Madrid trophy, having won 
last year on the heavily crit- 
icized blue clay that orga- 
nizers decided to get rid of 
for this tournament. 

Like many of his fellow 
players, Federer said the 
traditional red surface was 
better. “They (organizers) 
spoke to more experts from 
the French Open and Mo- 
naco, and you can fell it’s

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Microsoft touching up Windows 8 to address gripes

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
Microsoft is retooling the 
latest version of its Win- 
dows operating system to 
address complaints and 
confusion that have been 
blamed for deepening a 
slump in personal comput- 
er sales. 

The tune up announced 
Tuesday won't be released 
to consumers and_ busi- 
nesses until later this year. 
The changes, part of a 
software package given 
the codename “Blue,” are 
a tacit acknowledgment 
of the shortcomings in Win- 
dows 8, a radical overhaul 
of Microsoft Corp.'s ubiqui- 
tous operating system. 
With the makeover it re- 
leased last October, Micro- 
soft hoped to play a more 
prominent role in the grow- 
ing mobile device mar- 
ket while. still maintaining 
its dominance in PCs. But 
Windows 8's design, which 
emphasizes interactive 
tiles and touch controls, 
seems to have befuddled 
as many people as it has 
impressed. One leading 
research firm, International 
Data Corp., says Windows 
8 contributed to a 14 per- 
cent decline in worldwide 
PC sales during the first 
three months of the year — 
the biggest year-over-year 
drop ever. 

Meanwhile, sales of smart- 
phones and tablet com- 
puters are booming. The 
biggest beneficiaries have 
been Apple Inc., the mak- 
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er of the iPhone and iPad, 
and Samsung Electronics 
Co., which sells the most 
devices running on Google 
Inc.’s Android software. 
Google is also benefiting 
from Android’s popularity 
through increased traffic to 
its services, creating more 
opportunities for the com- 
pany to display ads. 

By contrast, leading PC 
makers such as Hewlett- 
Packard Co. and _ Dell 
Inc., which primarily sell 
Windows-powered ma- 
chines, have been mired 
in a financial funk that has 
battered their stocks and 
raised questions about 
their futures. 

Despite the troubling signs, 
Microsoft insists it’s pleased 
with Windows 8's perfor- 
mance. The company, 
which is based in Red- 
mond, Washington, says 
more than 100 million Win- 
dows 8 licenses have been 
sold so far, up from about 
60 million licenses in Janu- 
ary. The licensing volume 
“is in the same general 
ballpark,” as Microsoft’s 
previous operating system 
— Windows 7 — at a similar 
juncture of its sales cycle, 
according to Tami Reller, 
who serves as the market- 
ing and financial chief for 
Microsoft’s Windows busi- 
ness. In an interview, Reller 
said Microsoft still realized 
changes need to be made 
to make Windows 8 easier 
to navigate and capable 
of taking full advantage of 
technology improvements 
that have come out since 
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October. 

“Are there things that we 
can do to improve the ex- 
perience? Absolutely,” Rel- 
ler said “There is a learning 
curve (to Windows 8) and 
we can work to address 
that.” 

For now, Microsoft isn’t say- 
ing what kind of changes 
will be introduced with the 
release of Blue, which the 
company plans to anoint 





of Windows 8, finally giv- 
ing everyone a fully baked 
version,” said technology 
analyst Patrick Moorhead. 
“It has been a very rough 
road for Microsoft so far.” 

If Blue is meant to make 
people more comfortable, 
the changes may incorpo- 
rate more of the elements 
from earlier versions of Win- 
dows.

Some of Blue’s features are 
expected to be previewed 
at that conference.

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centered on the lack of a 
“start” button in the Win- 
dows 8 menu. Other critics 
have pined for an option 
that would allow the sys- 
tem to begin in a desktop 
mode suited for running 
applications designed for 
earlier versions of the op- 
erating system. Windows 
8 currently starts off show- 
ing a mosaic of interac- 
tive tiles tailored for swip- 
ing through programs with 
a finger instead of using a 
computer mouse. Blue also 
might make it easier to find 
a set of controls — known 





as “charms” in Windows 8's 
parlance — that currently 
must be pulled out from 
the right side of a display 
screen. 

Besides responding to cus- 
tomer feedback, Blue also 
will make Windows 8 bet- 
ter suited for smaller, less 
expensive tablets with 7- 
and 8-inch display screens, 
Reller said. She declined to 
say whether Microsoft in- 
tends to make smaller ver- 
sion of its own Surface tab- 
lets. In a conference call 
with analysts last month, 
Microsoft Chief Financial 
Officer Peter Klein said the 
company was working 
with other manufacturers 
to make smaller tablets. 
Moorhead also. believes 
Blue will bring more built-in 
programs, such as a video 
editor and audio recorder, 
to Windows 8 and may also 
include other improve- 
ments. One thing that Blue 
won't fix: the relatively 
small selection of mobile 
applications tailored for 
Windows 8. Reller said the 
Windows 8 store now has 
more than 60,000 apps. By 
contrast, there are more 
than 800,000 apps avail- 
able for Apple’s mobile’s 
devices and nearly that 
many for Android devic- 
es, too. In one of the most 
glaring omissions on Win- 
dows 8, Facebook Inc. still 
hasn't designed an app to 
make its online social net- 
work more accessible on 
that system. Facebook has 
about 750 million mobile 
users.)

WASHINGTON (AP) — A sur- 
vey shows U.S. home prices 
rose 10.5 percent in March 
compared with a_ year 
ago, the biggest gain since 
March 2006. 

Core Logic, a real estate 
data provider, said Tues- 
day that annual home 
prices have now increased 
for 13. straight months. 
Prices are rising in part be- 
cause more buyers are 
bidding on a limited supply 
of homes for sale.

Disney 2Q results 
beat Street; lifted 
by parks, movies

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Reve- 
nue gains at Disney’s parks 
and movie studio led to a 
32 percent increase in net 
income during the Jan- 
vary-March quarter. The 
results, which topped ana- 
lyst expectations Tuesday, 
showed that the compa- 
ny’s record-setting invest- 
ments in a new cruise ship 
and multiple theme park 
upgrades last year are 
starting to pay off. 

Net income grew to $1.51 
billion, or 83 cents per 
share. Factoring out one- 
time items, adjusted earn- 
ings came to 79 cents per 
share, beating the 77 cents 
expected by analysts sur- 
veyed by FactSet. 
Revenue grew 10 percent 
to $10.55 billion, also top- 
ping the $10.49 billion ex- 
pected by analysts. 

Parks and resorts revenue 
rose 14 percent to $3.30 bil- 
lion, thanks to higher atten- 
dance and guest spending 
at U.S. parks in Anaheim, 
California, and Orlando, 
Florida. “People have been 
looking for parks to really 
step it up. We saw them re- 
ally step it up in this quar- 
ter,” said Barton Crocket, 
an analyst with brokerage 
Lazard Capital Markets. 
The results were also boost- 
ed by the Disney Fantasy 
cruise ship, which launched 
in March of last year. 
Movie studio revenue grew 
13 percent to $1.34 billion, 
and the division returned 
to profitability following a 
bruising $200 million write- 
down last year after the 
sci-fi action movie “John 
Carter” flopped. 

Revenue from TV networks 
like ESPN grew 6 percent to 
$4.96 billion. Although fees 
from distributors powered 
ESPN revenues higher, au- 
diences and ad revenue 
fell at broadcast network 
ABC.Disney’s — investment 
in parks fell by nearly half 
to $1.1 billion in the first six 
months of the fiscal year, 
from $2.1 billion a year 
ago. Analysts hope the de- 
cline in capital spending 
means the company will 
return more cash to share- 
holders in the form of more 
share buybacks.L) 
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Coke in major expansion of Florida orange groves

AUBURNDALE, Florida (AP) 
— The Coca-Cola Co. says 
it is spending $2 billion to 
support the planting of 
25,000 acres (10,000 hect- 
ares) of new orange groves 
in Florida, a move officials 
are lauding as a major in- 
vestment in the Sunshine 
State’s citrus industry. 

The announcement is be- 
ing made at a late-morn- 
ing news conference at 
Coca-Cola’s juice produc- 
tion plant in Auburndale. 
Details were released in 
advance to The Associat- 
ed Press. 

Coca-Cola owns the Min- 
ute Maid and Simply juice 
brands. 

“It’s an investment in a mar- 
ket that’s very important to 
us,” said Steve Cahillane, 
the president of Coca-Co- 


la Americas. 

Some 5 million new trees 
will be planted in the new 
groves, believed to be the 
largest citrus addition in the 
state for at least 15 years. 
The groves will be located 
in Polk, DeSoto and Hendry 
counties in central Florida. 
Company officials say the 
new groves and resulting 
juice production are ex- 
pected to add about 4,100 
jobs to Florida’s economy. 
The move also is seen as a 
boost to 

historically declining acre- 
age devoted to citrus pro- 
duction in Florida. 

During the state’s past 
housing boom, many citrus 
farmers sold their land to 
developers. Since 1997, to- 
tal citrus acreage has fallen 
by 25 percent, from 600,000 
acres (240,000 hectares) 
to 450,000 acres (180,000 


hectares) because of the 
disease, pests and other 
pressures, according to 
Florida Citrus Mutual. 
Coca-Cola officials said 
that the Florida Citrus Com- 
mission is working on an 
economic study centered 
on the company’s invest- 
ment, 

and that a preliminary draft 
shows that over the course 
of 25 years the expansion 
will add more than $10.5 
billion — or $422 million per 
year — to Florida’s econo- 
my. Company officials said 
Coca-Cola buys a third of 
all Florida oranges. 
Coca-Cola reported its first- 
quarter results in mid-April; 
they topped Wall Street ex- 
pectations as sales volume 
rose in emerging markets. 
Shares of Coca-Cola Co. 
rose nearly 6 percent to 
$42.37 and touched their 


highest point since the late 
1990s. 

Cahillane said that the 
company also purchases 
juice from Brazil, Florida's 
biggest competitor in the 
juice industry. 

He said that different har- 
vest times in each loca- 
tion allow the company to 
give customers “consistent, 
great tasting juice. 

” About 90 percent of Flor- 
ida’s oranges are used for 
juice; 

by contrast, the majority of 
California's orange crop is 
sold as fresh fruit. Florida is 
second in the world for or- 
ange juice production, be- 
hind Brazil. 

Florida’s citrus crop suf- 
fered huge losses this past 
season due to warm, dry 
weather, too much fruit on 
each tree and citrus green- 
ing disease. L) 








US consumers cut back on credit card use in March

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Americans cut back on 
using their credit cards in 
March, suggesting many 
were reluctant to take on 
high-interest debt to make 
purchases. 

Consumer borrowing rose 
just $8 billion in March from 
February to a seasonally 
adjusted $2.81 trillion, the 
Federal Reserve said Tues- 
day. It was the smallest in- 
crease in eight months. 
The gain was driven entirely 
by more loans to attend 
school and buy cars. The 


category that measures 
those loans increased $9.7 
billion to $19.6 trillion. 

A measure of credit card 
debt fell $1.7 billion to $846 
billion. That’s 17.2 percent 
below the peak of $1.022 
trillion set in July 2008. 
Since the recession, con- 
sumers have been more 
cautious about using credit 
cards. Economists believe 
consumers will stay cavu- 
tious this year, in part be- 
cause of an increase in So- 
cial Security taxes that has 
reduced tax-home pay for 
most Americans. 

Cooper Howes, an econo-

mist at Barclays, said con- 
sumers have been trying to 
get better control of their 
debts since the recession 
hit and he predicted this 
trend will continue. 

While the Fed does not 
release a breakdown 
between auto and _ stu- 
dent loans, Howes said his 
analysis of the Fed data 
indicates that almost 80 
percent of the March in- 
crease reflected student 
loans. That would continue 
a pattern seen in recent 
years: Americans who lost 
jobs or recent graduates 
who can't find work have 


returned to school and are 
taking out loans to pay for 
their education. 
According to quarterly 
data compiled by the 
Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York, student loan 
debt has been the big- 
gest driver of borrowing 
since the recession ended 
in June 2009. Student loans 
reached $966 billion in last 
year’s fourth quarter. That’s 
up from $675 billion in the 
second quarter of 2009, 
when the Great Reces- 
sion was ending. Consum- 
ers increased their soend- 
ing from January through 
March at the fastest pace 
in more than two years. 
However, they had to 
trim the pace of their sav- 
ings to finance the faster 
spending. Their after-tax 
income dropped by the 
largest amount since the fi- 
nal three months of the re- 
cession in 2009. Part of the 
drop in after-tax income 
reflected the increase in 
Social Security taxes that 
took effect on Jan. 1. 

A person earning $50,000 a 
year will have about $1,000 
less to spend this year. A 
household with two highly 
paid workers will have up 
to $4,500 less.

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Encroaching sea already a threat in Caribbean

TELESCOPE, Grenada (AP) 
— The old coastal road in 
this fishing village at the 
eastern edge of Grenada 
sits under a couple of feet 
of murky saltwater, which 
regularly surges past a 
hastily-erected breakwa- 
ter of truck tires and bun- 
dles of driftwood intended 
to hold back the Atlantic 
Ocean. 

For Desmond Augustin 
and other fishermen living 
along the shorelines of the 
southern Caribbean island, 
there’s nothing theoretical 
about the threat of rising 
sea levels. 

“The sea will take this 
whole place down,” Au- 
gustin said as he stood on 
the stump of one of the up- 
rooted palm trees that line 
the shallows off his village 
of tin-roofed shacks built 
on stilts. “There’s not a lot 
we can do about it except 
move higher up.” 

The people along this vul- 
nerable stretch of east- 
ern Grenada have been 
watching the sea. eat 
away at their shoreline in 
recent decades, a result of 
destructive practices such 
as the extraction of sand 
for construction and fero- 
cious storm surges made 
worse by climate change, 
according to researchers 
with the U.S.-based Nature 
Conservancy, who have 
helped locals map the ex- 
tent of coastal erosion. 
Dozens of families are now 
thinking about relocating 
to new apartments built on 
a hillside about a 10-min- 
ute walk from their source 
of livelinood, a tough sell 
for hardy Caribbean fishing 
families who see beach- 
front living as a virtual birth- 
right. 

If climate change impact 
predictions come true, sci- 
entists and a growing num-

ber of government officials 
worry that this stressed 
swath of Grenada could 
preview what’s to come 
for many other areas in the 
Caribbean, where 70 per- 
cent of the population live 
in coastal settlements. 

In fact, a 2007 report by 
the Nobel Prize-winning In- 
tergovernmental Panel on 
Climate Change said the 
devastation wreaked on 
Grenada by 2004’s Hur- 
ricane lvan “is a power- 
ful illustration of the reality 
of small-iskand vulnerabil- 
ity.” The hurricane killed 28 
people, caused damage 
twice the nation’s gross do- 
mestic product, damaged 
90 percent of the housing 
stock and hotel rooms and 
shrank an economy that 
had been growing nearly 6 
percent a year, according 
to the climate scientists’ re- 
port. 

Storms and beach ero- 
sion have long shaped the 
geography of coastal en- 
vironments, but rising sea 
levels and surge from more 
intense storms are expect- 
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The best in the Caribbean 





ed to dramatically trans- 
form shorelines in coming 
decades, bringing enor- 
mous economic and social 
costs, experts say. The tour- 
ism-dependent Caribbean 
is thought to be one of the 
globe’s most vulnerable re- 
gions. 

“It’s a massive threat to 
the economies of these is- 
lands,” said Owen Day, a 
marine biologist with the 
Caribsave Partnership, a 
nonprofit group based in 
Barbados that is spear- 
heading adaptation ef- 
forts. “I would say the re- 
gion’s coastal areas will be 
very severely impacted in 
the next 50 to 100 years.” 
Scientists and computer 
models estimate that glob- 
al sea levels could rise by 
at least 1 meter (nearly 3.3 
feet) by 2100, as warmer 
water expands and ice 
sheets melt in Greenland 
and Antarctica. Global sea 
levels have risen an aver- 
age of 3 centimeters (1.18 
inches) a decade since 
1993, according to many 
climate scientists, although 
the effect can be amplified 
in different areas by topog- 
raphy and other factors. 

In the 15 nations that make 
up the Caribbean Com- 
munity bloc, that could 
mean the displacement 
of 110,000 people and the 
loss of some 150 multimil- 
lion- dollar tourist resorts, 
according to a model- 


Associated Press 
ing analysis prepared by 
Caribsave for the United 
Nations Development Pro- 
gram and other organi- 
zations. Twenty-one of 64 
regional airports could be 
inundated. About 5 per- 
cent of land area in the 
Bahamas and 2 percent of 
Antigua & Barbuda could 
be lost. Factoring in surge 
from more intense storms 
means a greater percent- 
age of the regional popu- 
lation and infrastructure will 
be at risk. 

In eastern Grenada, peo- 
ple living in degraded 
coastal areas once pro- 
tected by mangrove thick- 
ets say greater tidal fluctu- 
ations have produced un- 
usually high tides that send 
seawater rushing up rivers. 
Farmers complain that 
crops are getting dam- 
aged by the intrusion of the 
salty water. 

Adrian George is one of 
the coastal residents pre- 
paring to move into an in- 
land apartment complex 
built by the Chinese gov- 
ernment following the dev- 
astation left by Hurricane 
Ivan. 

“I’m now ready to move 
up to the hills,” George 
said in the trash-strewn 
eastern Grenadian village 
of Soubise, which is regu- 
larly swamped with seawa- 
ter and debris at high tide. 
“Here, the waves will just 
keep getting closer and 








closer until we get swept 
away.” One response in 
the wealthier island of Bar- 
bados has been building 
a kilometer-long breakwa- 
ter and waterfront prome- 
nade to help protect frag- 
ile coastlines. In most cas- 
es, international money is 
pouring in to kick-start “soft 
engineering” efforts restor- 
ing natural buffers such as 
mangroves, grasses and 
deep-rooted trees such as 
sea grape. Some call that 
the most effective and 
cheapest way to minimize 
the impact of rising seas. 
But in the long run, “we 
need to move our centers 
of population, infrastruc- 
ture, et cetera, out of the 
areas likely to become vul- 
nerable to rising seas,” said 
Anthony Clayton, a_ cli- 
mate change expert and 
the director of a sustain- 
ability institute at Jamai- 
ca’s campus of the Univer- 
sity of the West Indies. 
Where to rebuild will be yet 
another challenge, with 
the region's islands mostly 
rugged and mountainous 
with small areas of flat land 
in coastal areas. 

Even with the Caribbean 
so threatened, many _is- 
lands have been slow to 
adapt, and awareness of 
the problem has only re- 
cently grown. Last year, 
the European Investment 
Bank announced it would 
give $65 million in conces- 
sionary loans to help 18 
Caribbean nations adapt, 
while conservation groups 
try, among other projects, 
to restore buffering man- 
groves and set up fishing 
sanctuaries to help fringing 
reefs recover. The Carib- 
bean Community Climate 
Change Center in Belize is 
managing the regional re- 
sponse. 

Yet not everyone is con- 
vinced that climate 
change is as dire as fore- 
cast. 

Peter De Savary, a British 
entrepreneur and major 
property developer on 
Grenada’s famed Grande 
Anse Beach, said the avail- 
ability of capital, energy 
costs and the health of the 
global economy are far 
more imminent concerns 
than rising sea levels. L)

NEW YORK (AP) — One of

BEVERLY HILLS, Calif. (AP) 
— Rod Stewart has never 
shied from the spotlight, 
but on this day, the fa- 
mously cheeky rocker 
wants a softer glow. 

He's waiting to be inter- 
viewed on camera about 
his first album of original 
music in almost 20 years, 
and the lighting inside the 
fitness center of his Beverly 
Hills Compound isn’t quite 
right. He calls for his No. 1 
expert to check it out. 

“My wife’s on her way 
over,” he says. 

When Penny Lancaster ar- 
rives, legs all the way up to 
her tousled blonde pony- 
tail, she looks through the 
camera and insists on soft- 
er lights. As they dim, the 
42-year-old model/pho- 
tographer dusts Stewart's 
face with powder, then 
leans in toward his trade- 
mark spiky ‘do. 

“Not the hair, not the hair, 
not the hair,” he protests 
uselessly. 

She tugs at two strands, the 
result imperceptible. 

“You only thought you had 
it perfect,” says Lancaster 
with a cover-girl smile. 
There’s a lot of love in 
Stewart's life now, and it’s 
on full display on “Time,” 
his new album out Tues- 
day. There are other signs, 
too, like how his youngest 


sons’ weights are scrawled 
on a scale inside this apart- 
ment-sized gym, just above 
“mummy” and “daddy”; 
and how he pauses dur- 
ing an interview to shout, 
“See ya, Shawny,” to his el- 
dest son, Sean, as he grabs 
some water after playing 
basketball on the court 
outside. 

After releasing eight cover 
albums — his five “Great 
American Songbook” vol- 
umes, a Christmas album, 
“Soulbook” and his classic 
rock collection — Stewart 
rediscovered his songwrit- 
ing voice while reviewing 
his life for his 2012 autobi- 
ography, “Rod.” That self- 
reflection, combined with 
the personal contentment 
he clearly feels, resulted in 
a deeply personal collec- 
tion of songs: stories about 
his father, his early life, his 
eight children, his two di- 
vorces. 

“It was probably the lon- 
gest writer’s block in histo- 
ry, you know, 20-odd years. 
But it wasn't self-imposed. It 
was maybe a lack of con- 
fidence,” Stewart said. “I'd 
sort of given up, let’s put it 
that way. But because of 
the autobiography, it in- 
spired me. And | had a lot 
to write about... Probably 
| was in the right state of 
my life to start writing these 
very personal songs.” 

Not only did he find a

wellspring of material, he 
found a delight in songwrit- 
ing that had always been 
elusive. 

“It always used to be like 
work for me. It was never 
a pleasure. It was never 
a joy. It was like being at 
school,” he said. “But now, 
| finally enjoy it. My wife will 
tell you, | was getting up 
in the middle of the night 
and writing down lyrics, 
just inspired. | can’t wait to 
start writing again. It’s tre- 
mendous.” 

Even his longtime man- 
ager, Arnold Stiefel, was 
shocked at how prolific 
Stewart was without prod- 
ding. 

“You'd have to lock him in 
a room to get him to write 
songs,” he said. 

“Now, he’s approaching it 
with a real joy. | was blown 
away.” 

The autobiography and 
the album are compan- 
ions, Stewart said, though 
in some ways the album is 
more revealing. Where the 
book chronicles his evolu- 
tion into a world-famous 
rock star (and the atten- 
dant pleasures of that life- 
style) along with the hap- 
piness of his present cir- 
cumstances, only the latter 
comes through on “Time.” 
“I’ve got a feeling that this 
album is a watershed al- 
bum for me because it is so 
personal,” he said.) 








Dear College Graduates ...

I'm scheduled to deliver the 
commencement address Friday 
at my alma mater, Grambling 
State University in Louisiana, so 
I've been giving quite a bit of 
thought to the America into 
which these students are gradu- 
ating. 

| must admit that finding hope- 
ful, encouraging things to say 
has been exceedingly difficult, 
in part because the landscape 
at the moment — particularly for 
young adults — is so bleak. 

Here are some of the facts that 
I’m up against rhetorically and 
that these students will be up 
against more literally. 

1. Being a college graduate 
is becoming less exceptional. 
As the Pew Research Center 
pointed out in November, “Re- 
cord shares of young adults are 
completing high school, going 
to college and finishing col- 
lege.” And college graduation 
rates are growing even more 
in other countries. And Anya 
Kamenetz noted in The Atlantic 
magazine in December, “Dur- 
ing the past three decades, the 
United States has slipped from 
first among nations to 10th in 
the percentage of people hold- 
ing a college degree, even as 
the job market has eroded for 
Americans without one.” 

2. Graduates are emerging with 
staggering amounts of debt 
and entering a still-sluggish job 
market. This is causing them to 
delay major life decisions, like 
marriage or buying a home or 
even moving out of their par- 
ents’ home. 

A Pew report from February 2012 
found that: 

“Since 2010, the share of young 
adults ages 18 to 24 currently 
employed (54 percent) has 
been its lowest since the gov- 
ernment began collecting 
these data in 1948. And the 
gap in employment between 
the young and all working-age 
adults — roughly 15 percentage 
points — is the widest in recorded 
history. In addition, young adults 
employed full time have experi- 
enced a greater drop in weekly 
earnings (down 6 percent) than 
any other age group over the 
past four years.” 

3. Emerging markets, like China 
and India, have become major 
competitors for exportable jobs. 
4. Income inequality between 
top earners and the rest of 
America has risen. And the 
recovery since the Great Re- 
cession has essentially been a 
recovery of the rich. A recent 


study by Emmanuel Saez, a 
professor of economics at the 
University of California, Berkeley, 
found that: 

“From 2009 to 2011, average 
real income per family grew 
modestly by 1.7 percent but the 
gains were very uneven. Top 1 
percent incomes grew by 11.2 
percent while bottom 99 per- 
cent incomes shrunk by 0.4 per- 
cent. Hence, the top 1 percent 
captured 121 percent of the in- 
come gains in the first two years 
of the recovery.” 

This was similar to a finding by 
the Pew Research Center last 
month: 

“During the first two years of the 
nation’s economic recovery, 
the mean net worth of house- 
holds in the upper 7 percent of 
the wealth distribution rose by 
an estimated 28 percent, while 
the mean net worth of house- 
holds in the lower 93 percent 
dropped by 4 percent.” 

5. At the same time, the cost of 
basic goods has soared. For ex- 
ample, when | graduated from 
college the average price of a 
gallon of gas was about a dollar 
(adjusted for inflation that would 
still be less than $2), and it’s Cur- 
rently nearing $4. Some people 
now have to make desperate 
choices: a tank of gas, a bag 
of groceries or a bottle of medi- 
cine. 

6. Our politics have become po- 
larized to the point of paralysis. 
A Pew poll in June found that 
Americans’ “values and basic 
beliefs are more polarized along 
partisan lines than at any point 
in the past 25 years.” 

What gives me hope is that 
despite this dire environment, 
young people remain more op- 
timistic than anyone else. Some 
of that may simply be the intrin- 
sic glow of youth, but | believe 
that with this generation, some- 
thing more is afoot. 

This is a generation of people 
who have come of age in an 
era of overlapping traumas — 
terrorism and wars and reces- 
sion. They have also come of 
age in changing times, and are 
more tolerant and less punitive 
in their social view. They see 
this country, and the world, dif- 
ferently than we older folks do. 
Theirs is an America waiting to 
be made better, not one that is 
simply, and irreversibly, getting 
worse. 

According to a CNN/ORC poll 
released last month, young 
adults (those 18 to 34) were the 
most likely to think that things 
were going well in this country. 

| plan to tap into that optimism 
Friday, and | hope to reflect 
some of it back at those beam- 
ing faces under square hats. 
Dear college graduates, this is 
your moment and your Ameri- 
ca. Both need your vision and 
demands your efforts. Keep your 
head up and your hopes rising. 
Congratulations and good luck. 
You'll need it, and I'll be rooting 
for you. (Flip tassels.).L) 
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On the afternoon of Aug. 7, 
2012, Greg Imhoff - a big, 
friendly 61-year-old construction 
superintendent from Madison, 
Wis., who had moved to Florida 
with his partner, Shari Telvick — 
went to check on the home of 
a neighbor. 

The neighbor, Richard Detlor, 
was a friend, someone Imhoff 
had known back in Madison, 
where the Detlors still lived for 
part of the year. Whenever the 
Detlors went back to Wiscon- 
sin, Imhoff would look in on their 
house, something he did for 
many of his neighbors. 

It is impossible to know whether, 
on that August afternoon, |Im- 
hoff ever saw the stranger in 
the house with the .22-caliber 
revolver; all we know for sure 
is that Imhoff was shot in the 
head. When Telvick and a friend 
found him that evening, he was 
lying in a pool of blood, dead. 
The killer turned out to be a man 
named Billy Ray Retherford, who 
was on the lam after killing a 
woman two weeks earlier and 
was hiding in the Detlors’ empty 
home. The next day, Retherford 
was killed in a shootout with the 
police. He was using the same 
.22 handgun. 

The gun, however, was not his. 
It belonged to Richard Detlor, 
who, according to the police 
report, had left it, loaded, in the 


nightstand by his bed before 
departing for Wisconsin several 
months earlier. 

When Imhoff’s) murder was 
brought to my attention recent- 
ly, |was stunned that a suppos- 
edly “responsible gun owner” 
would leave a loaded gun in 
a house that was empty for 
months at a time. Yes, the odds 
of someone breaking into the 
house and using the gun were 
small, but they weren't zero. 
That the Detlors didn't take the 
simple precaution of unloading 
their gun and locking it up struck 
me as incredibly negligent. 

Not surprisingly, that’s how Shari 
Telvick sees it, too. “I think the 
Detlors had a responsibility to 
secure their weapon,” she told 
me when | spoke to her earlier 
this week. “I think they should 
be held accountable.” But 
when she talked to a lawyer, 
she discovered, to her dismay, 
that leaving a loaded gun in 
an empty house doesn't violate 
Florida law. As Arthur Hayhoe, 
the executive director of the 
Florida Coalition to Stop Gun Vi- 
olence, explained to me, “Safe 
storage laws in Florida only ap- 
ply if a minor lives in the house. 
If it’s adults, you can do what- 
ever you want.” (He added, “In 
Florida, there are more laws to 
protect guns than people.”) 

For all the protestations by gun 
owners that most are respon- 
sible with their weapons, | have 
been struck by how many killings 
take place because people do 
careless, stupid things. In the gun 
report that my assistant, Jennifer 
Mascia, and | compile on my 
blog, | see daily examples of 
children accidentally shooting 
other children with a gun found 
in the house. 

Just the other day, in Burkesville, 
Ky., a 5-year-old boy shot and 
killed his 2-year-old sister with a 
small rifle that had been given 
to him as a present. Who gives 
a 5-year-old a gun? (The rifle is 


called a Crickett; incredibly, it 
is marketed specifically to chil- 
dren.) Who leaves the room 
where their children are playing 
without checking whether the 
rifle in the corner is loaded? For 
that matter, who puts a shot- 
gun within such easy reach of a 
child? 

Gary White, the county coroner, 
was quick to say that no charg- 
es would be brought because it 
was an accident — and, after all, 
“accidents happen.” But it was 
a completely preventable acci- 
dent. When a passenger dies in 
a car accident that is the result 
of negligence, there are usually 
serious legal consequences for 
the driver. If we really want to 
reduce gun violence, there must 
be consequences for negligent 
gun owners, too. The entire cul- 
ture of gun ownership has to be- 
gin emphasizing safety in a way 
it doesn't now. It is as important 
as universal background checks, 
or limits on magazine rounds. 
Shari Telvick couldn't live in Flor- 
ida after Imhoff's death. “It was 
unbearable to be in that house 
without him,” she said. She re- 
mains devastated. Two months 
after Imhoff died, she told me, 
his first grandchild was born. 
Telvick had never been friendly 
with the Detlors, and she made it 
clear that she didn't want to see 
them. But she’s been surprised, 
she said, that they’ve never 
reached out to Greg’s children, 
whom they've known for years. 

| decided to call the Detlors. The 
woman who answered refused 
to put Richard Detlor on the 
phone. 

“Do you think he is sorry?” | 
asked. “Sorry for what” she 
said, before hanging up on me. 
A few days later, | called again. 
The same woman picked up. 
This time, she said, “We are as 
much victims as anyone else in 
this.” 

Then, once again, she hung up 
the phone. L) 
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Shakshuka: Middle Eastern Tomatoes and Eggs

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The only time | visited Isra- 
el, it was during Passover. 
Gastronomically, this was 
not the ideal time, given 
the dietary restrictions of 
the holiday. 

There was no pita bread, 
no hummus, no falafel. | 
was thankful, though, that 
there was shakshuka, eggs 
baked in fragrant tomato 
sauce, and a lot of it. 
There was — shakshuka 
and yogurt for breakfast, 
shakshuka and salad _ for 
lunch, shakshuka and mat- 
zo for dinner. 

Rather than tiring of the 
egg dish, | became ob- 
sessed with it, noting the 
differences in the thickness 
and red-pepper content 
of the tomato sauces, and 
the firmness to which the 
eggs were poached, nes- 
tled in their ruddy bed. 

My favorite version, | decid- 
ed, had a piquant, garlic- 
flecked tomato sauce that 
was heavy on soft, sweet 
onions and lighter on the 
peppers. As for spices, | 
wanted to be able to taste 


the cumin and paprika but 
not be overwhelmed by 
them, while the cayenne 
should provide just a gentle 
slap of heat. 

Perhaps most important, 
the eggs needed to be just 
set but not quite solid, with 
the yolks still wiggling and 
ready to flow with the mer- 
est suggestion of contact 
with my fork. 

When | got home, | distilled 
what! knew about shakshu- 
ka into skillet after skillet 
of the stuff until | came up 
with the version | liked best. 
Once | had it down, | didn’t 
change the basic formula 


for years. 
Then recently | added 
some crumbled feta 


cheese to the pan along 
with the eggs. Feta softens 
but doesn’t melt when it’s 
baked in the oven, creat- 
ing creamy, salty nuggets 
strewn among the toma- 
to-sauce-lapped eggs. 
Although | haven't tried it, 
| imagine that a soft, fresh 
goat cheese will also work 
if cut into pieces before 
being added to the pan. 

I'll serve this for any meal

of the day, just as they do 
in Israel, but it’s especially 
fitting for brunch.

to taste 

1 (28-ounce) can whole 
plum tomatoes with juices, 
coarsely chopped 

3/4 teaspoon salt, more as 
needed 


1/4 teaspoon black pep- 
per, more as needed 
5 ounces feta cheese, 


crumbled (about 1 1/4 
cups) 

6 large eggs 

Chopped cilantro, for serv- 
ing 


Hot sauce, for serving 

1. Heat oven to 375 de- 
grees. 

2. Heat oil in a large skillet 
over medium-low heat. 
Add onion and bell pep- 
per. Cook gently until very 
soft, about 20 minutes. 
Add garlic and cook until 
tender, 1 to 2 minutes; stir 
in cumin, paprika and cay- 
enne, and cook 1 minute. 
Pour in tomatoes and sea- 
son with 3/4 teaspoon salt 
and 1/4 teaspoon pep- 
per; simmer until tomatoes 
have thickened, about 10 
minutes. Stir in crumbled 
feta. 

3. Gently crack eggs into 
skillet over tomatoes. Sea- 
son with salt and pepper. 
Transfer skillet to oven and 
bake until eggs are just set, 
7 to 10 minutes. Sprinkle 
with cilantro and serve with 
hot sauce.)
